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WORLD  SUGAR  TRADE 


LOWER  IN  1962 


World  sugar  trade  in  calendar  year  1962  amounted  to  about  20  million  tons  (short 
tons,  raw  value),  about  2  million  below  the  record  in  1961.  The  1962  trade  was 
about  25  percent  higher  than  the  1955-59  average,  l/ 

The  decline  in  Cuban  exports  accounted  for  most  of  the  drop  in  I962  world  exports. 
Exports  from  that  country  reached  7*1  million  tons  in  1961,  but  dropped  to  5«7 
million  tons  in  1962.  This  reflects  the  decline  in  Cuban  production  which  has 
been  cut  about  in  half  from  the  bumper  I96O-6I  crop.  Of  the  1962  Cuban  shipments, 
k.2  million  were  exported  to  the  Sino-Soviet  Bloc,  the  remaining  1.5  million 
tons  to  the  Free  World. 

The  United  States  continues  to  be  by  far  the  world's  largest  importer  of  sugar. 
Imports  into  the  United  States  in  1962  amounted  to  4.7  million  tons,  up  by  10 
percent  over  1961.  They  were  slightly  below  imports  of  i960.  The  largest  in- 
crease in  1962  was  for  the  Dominican  Republic,  which  more  than  doubled.  No  im- 
ports have  been  made  from  Cuba  since  i960. 

The  USSR  imported  2.7  million  tons  of  sugar  in  19^2,  a  decline  of  31  percent 
from  1961.  This  was  still  above  i960  imports  by  k$   percent.  The  United  Kingdom, 
historically  the  second  largest  world  importer,  was  a  close  third  to  the  USSR 
in  I962.  The  USSR,  now  the  world's  largest  sugar  producer  at  about  7  million 
tons,  has  exported  about  1  million  tons  in  each  of  the  past  two  calendar  years, 
mostly  to  Communist  countries.  Poland  and  Czechoslovakia  continued  to  export 
fairly  large  quantities  of  sugar  to  the  Free  World  in  1962.-( continued  on  page  k)

The  1962  trade  data  reflect  the  greatly  increased  number  of  countries  from  which 
U.S.  imports  sugar  following  the  legislation  in  July  1962.  Not  only  has  the 
number  of  countries  with  assigned  quotas  been  increased  but  the  introduction  of 
a  Global  Quota  -  replacement  of  Cuban  Quota  -  means  that  further  additional 
countries  are  supplying  sugar. 

Imports  of  sugar  are  rather  evenly  distributed  among  the  continents  of  North 
America,  Europe,  and  Asia.  The  two  largest  importers  in  Asia  are  Japan  and 
Mainland  China.  Japan's  imports  have  continued  to  increase  and  amounted  to 
1.6  million  tons  in  1962.   Cuban  exports  to  Mainland  China  were  at  about  the 
same  level  in  1962  as  for  1961.  The  USSR,  however,  exported  over  a  half  million 
tons  to  Mainland  China  in  1961  but  none  in  1962. 

World  consumption  is  expected  to  continue  its  upward  trend  which  has  been  slowed 
by  higher  prices  in  1963.  Many  sugar  importing  countries,  however,  are 
endeavouring  to  become  more  nearly  self-sufficient  in  the  production  of  beets 
or  sugarcane.  Such  efforts  will  tend  to  limit  increases  in  world  trade  which 
otherwise  would  occur.
